The officer in-charge of the 
census must satisfy himself that they clearly understand their duties. He 
should make them fill in a few entries each in the bound copy of the Enumera- 
tion Book supplied to supervisors for instruction purposes and should correct 
mistakes and give such verbal explanations as are found to be necessary, 

15. The preliminary enumeration —Early in February 1921, each 
emimerator should go round his block and enter in his Enumeration Book 
full parti¢ulars regarding every man, woman, or child whom he finds residing 
therein, including persons temporarily absent who are vad sae to be back by 
the 18th March. This work should be completed by the end of February. 
‘The entries thus made must be carefully examined and corrected by the super- 
visor.

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Rules for the prevention of the importation of bovine Tuberculosis 
Into Bengal. 


No. 1944T7.R.—The 27th September 1920—In exercise of the. powers 
conferred by section 4 of the \.ivestock Importation Act, 1898 (IX of 1898), 
the Governor in Council is pleaséd to make, with effect from the 16th 
January 1921, the following rules for the detention, inspection, disinfection 
or destraction of kine imported from certain countries outside British 
India, and of fodder, ae stable-litter, clothing, harness or fittings 
appertaining to such imported kine or that may have come in contact there- 
with for preventing the introduction of bovine tubercolosis into Bengal and 
for regulating the powers and duties of the officers whom the Local Govern- 
ment may appoint in this behalf :— 





RULES. 


1. Inthese rules:— ~- 


(i) “appurtenances” means ‘fodder, dung, stable-litter, clothing, 
harness or fittings appertaining to kine or which have been in 
contact with kine; 


(it) “ Veterinary Officer” means the Principal, Bengal Veterinary 





College ; 

(ii) “Quarantine Officer” means the Principal, Bengal Veterinary

(v) “ Valid Certificate” means a certificate pronounced as genuine by 
the Veterinary Officer after he has satisfied himself that it refers 
to the kine purporting to be covered by it and that it has been 
granted within one month before the date of shipment.

/, case of Ceylon, the certificate must specify that the kine were 
bred in Ceylon and in the case of other countries mentioned in 
the Schedule it must certify that the kine are free from bovine

(vi) “ An officer of the Veterinary Department” means an officer of 
the Bengal Civil Veterinary Department deputed by the 
Principal, Bengal Veterinary College.

The period of detention may extend 
to three months but if the owner or person in charge of the kine makes a 
written request to the Veterinary officer for the application of the tuberculin:

7. During detention in quarantine the kine shall be under the entire 
control of the Veterinary officer, no outsider being allowed access to them 
nor to feed them without the express permission of the Veterinary officer. 
Should such permission be, in any case, withheld, the Veterinary officer 
shall feed the kine and charge all expense: of up-keep as well as the expenses 
incidental, to the removal of the kine to the quarantine station to the ownor 
or to the consignee of the kine. 

8. Where the Veterinary officer considers it necessary, the owner or 
consignee ofthe kine shall deposit in advance a sum of money necessary to 
defray the cost of detention in quarantine and other incidental expenses. 

9. Kine found to be affected with tnbereulosis shall be destroyed and 
their carcases and all appartenances disposed of in accordance with the order 
of the Veterinary officer without compensation. The value of any portions 
of the carease or appurtenances of which sale is permitted shall he refunded 
to the owner or consignee after deducting the charges due from him, 

10. Kine detained in quarantine shall not be removed from. the 
quarantine station without the permission of the Veterinary officer, and 
such permission shall be withheld until the kine are certified to be free of 
tuberculosis and wutil all charges have been paid.

35. Articles of clothing which are not infected, and other moveable 
property belonging #o deceased in-door patients, should, unless, in the case of 
Indian patients to whom section 54 of Act II] of 1918 does not ‘apply, there 
are heirssto whom the property may be made over, be sent through the police 
to the local Munsiff or Distriet Judge for disposal under the provisions of 
Regulation V of 1799. In the case of European or other patients to whom. 
section 54 of Act ITT of 1913 applies, there is no obligation oh. the hospital 
authorities to report the death to the Judge or to send to him the property of 
the deceased. It may be taken away by the relations or friends of the 
deceased, if there are any present. Tf not, the hospital authorities may keep: 
any moveable property left by the deceased until the friends or relations of 
the deceased can take them away. If no application is made within six 
months the articles may be sent to the District Judge with a repurt of the 
death of the deceased. In making over such property or allowing such 
property to be taken away, the hospital authorities will exercise due care and 
caution, and will advise the parties that they are not legally entitled to 
possession of these until they have complied with the provisions of law on the 
subject-of the effects of deceased persons, and that they are permitted to 
remove the property at their own risk.

GENERAL, 


1, The president of the union board, or, if he is not a member of the 
bench or court, a president elected by the members of the bench or court 
shall fix the time and place where the bench or court sball sit. 

The beuch or court shall sit at Jeast on one fixed day in each week; 
if the date so fixed falls on a Government holiday, it shall sit on the next 
open day. , . 

Two members of the bench or court shall form a quorum.) 

2. Subject to the control of the subdivisional officer, the president 
of the bench or court may give leave of absence to members of the bench 
orcourt and the subdivisional officer may give leave of absence to the 
president. If the president is absent, the remaining members’ of the bench 
or court shall elect a president to act in his absence, 

3, ‘The bench or court shull finish, if possible, the hearing ofthe case 
or suit in one day. If for any reason the case or suit is adiourned, it shall 
on the next day of hearing be heard, if possible, by the same members of 
the bench or court who heard it in part. If any of such members are 
unable to sit, it shall be heard de novo, provided that if two members are 
present who have heard it in part, it shall not be nécessary to try the case 
or suit de novo.

No. 6122J.—The followii rules framed by the District Board of 
Faridpnr, with the approyal of the Commissioner of the Dacea. Division, 
under section 15 of the Bengal Ferries Act, I of 1885, having been accepted 
by the Government of Bengal are hereby published for general information. 
These rules supersede those published iv, the Calcutta Gazette by Govern- 
ment notitication, dated the veh Jantary 1888, and subsequent notifications :— 





Rules framed by the District Board of Faridpur under section 
15, Act | of 1885 (Bengal Ferries Act.) 


Model Rute t:—1n these rules the term “ Magistrate” includes— 

*(a) the District Magistrate of Faridpur and any Magistrate subordinate 
to him and appointed by him in that behalf; 

(6) the District Bourd of Faridpur in respect of any public ferry, the 
munagement of which has been vested in it under section’ 35 of 
Act I (B. G.) of 1885; and-any Local Board in the district of 
Faridpur when Jegally vested with powers in respect of any 
public ferry by the District Board of Faridpur. 


Model Rule 2—Every public ferry in the district of Faridpar shalt 
either be held khas by the Magistrate, or be leased by public auction. 


Morel Rule 3.—Rules for the management of public ferries held khas 
for every public terry which is held khas, the Magistrate shall from time to 
time— 


(a) Provide ‘such boats, landing-siages, rest-houses, und other appli, 
ances ashe shall think proper;

Model Rule 4—When it has been determined to lease the tolls of any 
public ferry by auction, under section 9 of Act 1 (B.C.) of 1885, the Magistrate 
shall, at least fifteen days before the auction is held, cause an advertisement 
of such auction to be published in the vernacular in stely place and in such 
manner as to him shall seem expedient, :

Model Rule 9.—As soon as poasible after the contract has been executed 
by the lessee, the Magistrate shall farnish him. free of charge, with a copy 
of these rules, a list of the authorised tolls duly signed under section 19 of 
the Act, and two noticboards having written on them legibly in the 
vernacular the schedule of tolls applicable to the ferry, the number of boats 
which the lessee is bound to'keep plying, the number of men by whom each 
boat is to be manned and the maximum number of pussengets, etc., each 
boat is allowed to carry.

3. The Hospital attached to the Sanitarium was opened on the 13th 
March 1919 and closed on the 20th December 1919. It was occupied for 9 
months and 9 days during that year.

From the above figures it will appear that there has been a decrease of 
residents in all classes during the year under report. 

6. The total number of patients treated in this institution in the year 
1919 was 143 against 105 in the year 1918. . 

7. The total number of operations performed in 1919 was 36-aguinst 19 
in tlie year 1918. The selected operations were performed by the Superin- 
tendent. 

8. The total number of persons treated in the free beds were 25 in the 
year under report against 19 in the year 1913. 

9. The greater number of people were admitted from Calcutta, while 
those from Darjeeling came next. It is interesting to. note that people from 
long distances such as Allahabad, Assam, Benares, Bombay, Cachar, Cawn- 
pore, Jabbalpur, Lucknow, Mussoorie and Meerut were attracted here for 
a change. .

ll. The daily average cost of diet for residents and staff was Rs, 2-6-9 
ag compared with Rs. 2-1-10 in 1918, The increase is due to scarcity which 
prevailed in this district accompanied by an unprecedented rise of price of 
provisions. ‘ = 

12. The daily average number of. people for the whole year works 
out at 25, but. for the period the Sanitarium and Hospital was open it 
was 33 as compared with 39 and 52 respectively for the year 1938. 

13. The average stay of each resident was -21 days as compared 
with 18 days in the year 1918, 

14, ‘The fall of residents in all classes resulted in the decrease of 
income during the year under report. The hotels and boarding-houses 

were not full during the season. Many rooms in the higher classes in 
the Sanitari um remained unoccupied. 

The reason for this may be attributed to the route to England ‘being 
opened after the cessation of, war. Another reason was the high cost of 
living in the hills which kept away many people of ordinary means from 
coming. up here for a change as they used to do before the war. i 

The fall of receipts against the heads “ Medical Attendance” and 
“Nursing Fees " is due to the opening of the Lady Minto Nursing Home at 
Salt Hill where both maternity and surgical cases were admitted dain the 
year under report, 

The increase of receipts against the head “ Operations” is due to the 
popularity of the institution, 

During the year under report a Concert and a Fancy Féve were organised 
by the ladies of this town under the distinguished patronage of His Bxcel- 
Jency the Governor of Bengal. The amount of Rs. 4042-8 was real 
which was shown against the head “ Charity Fund.” Phis amount helped. 
a good deal to recoup the loss on the working of this Institation daring 
the year 1919. fe 3 

wing to lesser number of admissions in the Sanitarium there has been 
» a dectease of expenditure against several heads of accounts. we 
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Whe increase of expenditare against the head “General Charges,” 
“Stationery and Printing ” and “Servants’ Clothing” is due to the rise of 
prices of certain articles on account of the war. Under the head “General 
Charges ” the cost for the purchase of postage stamps, telegrams, railway 
freight of goods, repairs to utensils, purchase of petty articles other than 
furniture are included. 


‘Whe proportionate increase of expenditure against the head * Lighting” 
is due to keeping the hospital open till the month of December, 1919 


The amount shown against “travelling allowance and pay of nurses” 
showed a marked decrease, It is due to the fact that less number of nurses 
were engaged in the Sanitarium during the year under report. The Sani- 
tarium nurses were not employed in cases outside the hospital as outside 
nurses were available to take up such cases. 


The amount of Rs. 2,00 was received in 1918 as grants from the D. I. 
Fand and the Municipality for overhauling the X-Ray apparatus of this 
institution. This amount was not spent that year, but during the yeas 
under report the X-Ray apparatus was thoroughly overhauled at a cost of 
Rs, 2,530-L1, @Messrs. Lawrence & Mayo sent up one of their X-Ray experts 
fo carry out the work and it was done under my supervision. 


The flunctuatious against other heads of accounts are trifling and call 
for no remarks.

16. The Committee held nine meetings during the year 1919 against 
seven in the preceding year. The most important subjsey which was dealt 
with was the scheme for the reorganization of the Eden Sanitarium and 
the revision of rales to ran this place purely as x Hospital. 


17. Sister Mary Frances, C.8.J.8., was in charge of the linen room 
library and nurses, and thanks are due to her for the help she rendered 
to this institution. 


18. The other staff of the institution worked entirely to my satis- 
faction. z 


19, ‘The accounts of the Eden Sanitarium and Hospital for the year 
1919 were audited by Mr. J. C. Das, B.8c., etc, Government authorised 
auditor, 


20. General remarks.—The financial position has become unsatisfactory 
owing to the admission of less number of people in the higher classes, 
‘This is caused by the route to Hugland being opened after the termination of 
war and people who have not gone home since the outbreak of war have 
availed themselves of this opportunity. There is very little chance of any 
improvement of this position in the near future as owing to the unprece- 
dented rise of price of provisions und other necessities of life people find. it 
very hard to come up here for a change. It is no longer possible to 
make this institution self-supporting for the above reasons and since the 
opening of the Lady Minto Nursing Homo, at Salt Hill this institution lost 
many patients. 


Committee approached the Government to support this institution 
with @ recurring grant of Rs, 12,000 per year. The matter is still under their 
consideration. - ,
